ADDRESS BY 


Warns Sacrifice Readiness 
Is Nee<ied for Democracy 


Democracy can no longer be taken 
for granted and if people want democ- 
racy they must be prepared to make 
the necessary sacrifices, to fight and 
die for it, Dr Robert Newton, acting 
president of the University of Alber- 
ta, said Friday in an address to the 
annual convention of the Alberta div- 
ision, Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
association. Dr Newton spoke on 
“Partners in Education.” 

He was speaker ‘at a luncheon giiv- 
en to convention delegates by the Ed- 
monton Bulletin and The Edmonton 
Journal, Charles E. Campbell, Bulle- 
tin publisher, presided and greetings

DR. NEWTON 


I Met be eo 
W. A, MacDonald, » vice-president and 
managing director. Mayor Fry extend- 
ed an official civic welcome to dele- 
gates, 

Dr Newton said he regarded it a 


privilege to be a partner with repre- 
sentatives of the press in education of 
the public. He said the power of the 
press was well Known ajd it can in- 
fluence thinking. 

“Propavanda is not a sco’ infl:- 
ence”. Dr Newton said. “By  with- 
holdine part of the truth it becomes 
propaganda and can hecome yervic- 
ious. But the job on hand is to win 
the war and probably by any means. 
Propaganda may be a justifiable ruse 
but it is not good in the long run.” 

He stressed the importance of edu- 
ation and said an enlightened public 
was less likely to be stampeded by 
demagogues. Education has an im- 
portant role to play in preparing peo- 
ple for equality of opportunity, he 
said, Education develops the gifts of 
an individual enabling him to make 
the utmost use of his opportunities. 

“Democracy is an ideal rather than 
a realized fact,” Dr Newton said. “We 
never have fully realized democracy 
and this is obvious when we think cf 
the social defects that still exist. 

“In the nature of things, democ- 
racy is dynamic. It can’t stand still. 
The world moves on and we must 
move with it. There is no going back 
ward.” 

“Keep Abreast’’— 

Dr Newton said systems of govern- 
ment tend to outlst the social condi- 
tions they were designed to meet. He 
gave the tremendous advances in au- 
tomobile manufacture and air trans- 
port as examples and said “we should 
have been adapting our social and 
economic systems to keep abreast.” 

He said itwas a ‘general absurdity” 
that along with’ the tendency to _ in- 
crease trade restrictions and tariffs 
there is a growing interdependence of 
nations, 

“The sooner we face the conse- 
quences of technological changes the 
sooner we will get over our difficult- 
ies and come to the enjoyment of our 
potential inheritance.” said Dr New- 
ton. “We still have the same number 
of farmers in the west trying to en- 
joy a business that is big enough for 
only about one-half of them,” 

Need Industrial Growth— 

He said the growth in farm devel- 
opment should have been matched by 
industrial development in the west. 

In the post-war reconstruction pe: 
iod, the world will need straight 
thinking men, said Dr Newton. In 
the re-education for this great task 
there must be world co-operation, he 
said, 

“Hitlerism is a disease,” he said, 
“It is not enough to defeat Hitler, but 
we must replace it with something 
else, It is more difficult to win peace 
than the war, even so great a war as 
the one in which we now are engaged. 

“We must give all young people the 
opportunity for the highest possible 
education. Through education we 
give natural talents an opportunity to 
flower. We must give youth the op- 
portunity to serve and get rid of the 
notion that education is a short cut 
to privilege.
